after Finland and Russia engaged 
In hostilities for the second time 
in the present war. 
The cease fire order was Issued 


by President Carl Gustav Manner- 
helm as commander-ln-chlef of the 
Finnish army, a communique said.

German radio quoted a Fin- 


nish communique saying "The Fin- 
nish government has severed re- 
lations with Germany and demand- 
ed the withdrawal 
of 
German 


troops from Finland by Sept. 15 
at the latest. 
If German troops 


are not withdrawn by the stipulat- 
ed time, they will be disarmed and 
handed over as war prisoners to 
the allies.") 


The text of the communique Is- 
sued by President Mannerhelm: 


"Under terms of the agreement 


between tho Finnish and Russian 
governments, 
hostilities on 
the 


Finnish army front are to cease at 
8 a. m. this morning. The presi-

dent and commander-in-chlef was

only a few hours nfter Manner- 
helm's government declared offic-

land.

AMERICAN SEVENTH 
ARMY TROOPS SWEEP 
INTO BOURG MONDAY 


FRENCH ANNOUNCE FINAL 
NAZI RESISTANCE IN 
LYON WIPED OUT

ROME, Sept 
4.— VP)— American 


Seventh army trooos swept Into 
Bourg, 35 miles northeast of cap- 
tured Lyon, today, and French 
forces surged forward along both 
sides of the Saono river. 


Only light resistance from en- 
emy rearguards was met by the 
advancing Seventh army. 
The French announced -that last 


pockets of resistance within Lyon, 
France's third city, had been mop- 
ped up. Beyond the city, 15 miles 
to the north, the French reached 
Vllllfranche. while advance Amer- 
ican elements beyond Bourg, beat 
off a 
rearguard 
Nazi 
counter- 
attack at 
Montrevel, 
42 
miles 
northeast of Lyon, and continued 
the pursuit of the 
fleeing 
Ger- 


mans, headquarters announced. 
Lyon Entered Sunday 


American and French patrols en- 


tered Lyon yesterday from three 
directions, but the great city was 
not immediately occupied, an al- 
lied announcement said. 
An air- 


field east of the city was captured. 


Battered remnants of tho Ger- 
man 19th army seeking a haven In 
the Fatherland were almost entire- 
ly avecuated from Lyon by yester- 
day and substantial numbers in 
scattered groups were attacked 
from the air as they retreated up 
the Saone valley north of Vllle- 
cranche. 


American troops continuing their 


swing across enem> routes of with- 
drawal northeast of Lyon made 
further progress and were engaged 
In a number of clashes with nazl 
forces fighting to screen their re- 
treat. 


Sharp fighting occurred yester- 
day some 12 miless 
north-north- 


west of Bourg-En-Bresse, 35 miles 
northeast of Lyon. 
The 
action 


took place in and near Montrevel, 
which was half-occupied in a two- 
hour fight. Later a tank-support- 
ed nazi force attacked but was 
repulsed. 


Tho fighting was rescribed as 


stiff at Certines, six miles south- 
east of Bourg, and German resist- 
ance continued also at Coyzcrlat 
in this vicinity.

Of Coal Mines 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
4.—(#)— 


President Roosevelt today author- 
ized Secretary Ickes to taka pos- 
session of a number of coal mines 
In the general Pennsylvania area 
where operations aro interrupted 
by existing or threatened strikes. 


"All federal agencies, including 


but not limited to tho war man- 
power commission, the national se- 
lective service system, tho war de- 
partment, and the department of 
justice," the 
President 
ordered, 


"are 
directed to cooperate with 


the secretary of the interior to the 
fullest exent possible In carrying 
out the purposes of this order." 
Four 
Pennsylvania 
companies 


were named in an attachment to 
the executive order. A letter from 
George W. Taylor, acting chair- 
man of tho war labor board, list- 
ed a total of 70 mines in Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Virginia and 
Kentucky which have threatened 
or existing strikes. 


The White House said that tho 


only mines Immediately 
affected 
by tho executivev order for seizure 
were tho four Pennsylvania con- 
cerns: Hoislloy Coal Company of

ever directed to home listeners, 
the Berlin radio declared

sign of wavering or weakness now 
will precent the enemy with vic- 
tory.'' 


With American forces at

very German frontier—perhaps.al- 
ready across the border—a Gor- 
man spokesman told 
the home 
front: 


"We are fighting for our bare 
existence and the choslng Is not 
on our sldu. 
Weaklings will prob- 
ably flat; under the strain which 
la now bnlng exerted on us. 
But 
the strong must keep the banner 
flying," 


The broadcast came nmld con- 
tinued 
silence by 
Adolf 
Hitler 


who, 
Lisbon had reported, plan- 


ned to appeal to the Gorman peo- 
ple yesterday, to fight to the last 
ditch in defense of he "holy Boil" 
of the Reich.

FINLAND FINALLY DECIDES IT 
IS GOOD TIME DESERT SHAKY 
HITLER CRAFT AND QUITS WAR

Finland has taken eleventh hour 


warning of the Imminent collapse 
of the towering structure which 
Hitler built upon the sands of ra- 
pine and murder, and has taken 
refuge In an armlstlcu with Rus- 
sia, effective today. 


Some of the German troops In 


Finland—all of which must evac- 
uate the country by September 15 
or be interned—all reported with- 
drawing by way of the north into 
Norway, Whether all the nazl for- 
ces will use those northern route 
Isn't apparent yet, but It's not un- 
likely that most of them may do 
so In order to avoid running the 
gantlet of Russian attack by sea 
and air In the south. 


Terms of the armistice still are 
secret—but Finland will be made 
to pay for her tragic mistake. She 
presumably will have to agree to 
Russian retention of some stra- 
tegic territory which Moscow wants 


have to pay reparations of some 
sort. 


Finland's capitulation must be 


followed shortly by a 
Bulgarian 


about-face, Moscow again has giv- 
en tha Balkan state ft warning 
which Is so blunt that It looks like 
about the last word Dofore force 
Is used against this Hitlerite tmtcl- 
llte. Toss, the official Soviet news 
agency, reports tho movement of 
German troop trains through Bul- 
barla and says "so-called Bulgari- 
an neutrality U being widely used 
by the Germans within Bulgarian 
authorities assuming a favorable 
attitude." 


In short, It appears that the Bul- 
garian envoys who aru talking ar- 
mistice terms with the allies in 
Cairo have been stalling In order 
to give the nazls a chance to with- 
draw troops Irom 
the 
country. 


However, the 
Sofia 
government 


daro not fool about much longer, 
Red troops aro close to her border 
in Rumania, and allied 
bombers 


for defensive purposes, and will can comb Bulgaria at will,
